PROVOS 


PROVOS was born, to be precise, the 
same night that the Lexington Conservatory 
Theatre took on its unique personality. Mike 
Hume and I had been moving bed frames all day, 
trying to create a space that was later to 
become the notorious barn theatre. That 
evening we got together with Michael Van 
Landingham over a few drinks and began to 
fantasize about some use to which those 
hundreds of bedframes could be put, We talked 
of cutting and welding them together to create 
a stage set, a set for a play so hostile that 
the set itself would attack the actors. By 
a natural progression we got to talking about 
FRANKENSTEIN. Hume had just been fired from 
his job in New York City because the cook in 
the restaurant where he worked had punched 
him out (figure it. . .) and looked grotesque; 
at that moment the idea of doing FRANKENSTEIN 
as a new adaptation from the novel was born. 
In that moment also lay the germ of PROVOS, 
for FRANKENSTEIN was never anything but a 
work-in-progress, a play that grew in direct 
proportion to the input of the performers 
and technicians. 

In many ways FRANKENSTEIN was a 
nightmare. Ask anyone who worked in that 
show. But it had a quality of life which 
came from everyone's sense that he or she 
was creating the scene in which he or she 
currently worked. It was electrifying. For 
me as a playwright it was revolutionary, for 
I came to realize that the dynamics of theatre 
simply do not happen on the page, but on the 
stage. 

This year we have attempted to 
systematize that experience and make it 
available to a handful of playwrights: To 
offer them the opportunity to hear their 
words, and see their actions on the stage. 
This is the purpose of the PROVOS readings. 
Should they also prove of interest to 
audiences (as I personally guarantee they 
will), then that is fine. But the basic 
thrust of PROVOS is to help playwrights to 
create the kind of play that will transform-- 
hopefully for the better--the kind of theatre 
in which we work, and which can define our world. 

Oakley Hall III, Director 
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ROBERT LE VOYD WRIGHT (Donald, Pablo) returns to LCT for his second season. 

He has trained with the Academy of Dramatic Art where he played the title role 
in Othello and Mercutio in Romeo & Juliet. While at South Coast Repertory he 
appeared in roles ranging from Calaban in TEMPEST to Ardell in BASIC TRAINING 
OF PABLO HUMMEL. Since last summer he has appeared in STREAMERS and has 
directed and stage managed Performing Arts Repertory Theatre's FREEDOM TRAIN. 


LILLIAN GRACE ZENKER was seen at LCT as Limpia Sangre in TIS PITY and as 
Harriet in QUALITY STREET. She received the Steven P. Guterman Dramatics 
Award from Catskill High School upon graduation in 1977.
